Lieut. Boyd Alexander Led Sev- 
eral Scientific Expeditions. 
LONDON, May %.—Lieut. Boyd «lex- 
ander, the noted traveler; has been mur- 
dered by natives near Wadai in the 
French Congo. This bare fact reached 


the foreign office today. No details are 
obtainable yet. 





Ideut. Boyd Alexander, late of the 
Seventh Battalion British Rifle brigade, 
retired from the army in 1907. He had 
led several notable scientific expedi- 
tions. He headed the expedition to Cape 
De Verde Islands in 1897, also the ex- 
pedition in 1904 to Fernando Po, which 
resulted in the successful ascent of 
Mount St. Isabel and the discovery 
of many new birds, and in 1904-07 he 
was the leader of the Alexander-Gos- 
ling expedition across Africa from the 
Niger to the Nile. 

He was the author of several volumes 
descriptive of his travels, and received 
gold medals from the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society of Antwerp and the Royal 
Geographical Society of London, and 
was an honorable fellow of the Royal 
Scottish Geographical Society. He was 
born in “1878, and made hig home at 
Swift's Place, Cranbrook.

MOOD IS COQUETTISH 


Prisoner Looked More Like a 
Ghost When Arrested Six 
Months Ago.

RS. DORA HB. DOXEY looked for | 
all the world like a big, rosy ae | 
fant that had just awakened from 

@ long, healthful sleep, when she en- 
tered the courtroom for the first time 
to be tried for her life. 


Her cheeks were flushed, there were 
moist curls on the nape of her neck, her 
eyes blinked and she made a motion as 
if she would brush the unpleasant scene 
in front of her away. Her lips went 
out in a pout when she found she 
couldn’t, and when she had taken her 
seat she whimpered and shed a few 
tears. 


The white wisp of a woman that @ 
whiff.of wind would have blown away, 
with her strange shifting eyes, purple 
lips, and long, straggling, dead black 
braids of hair; the wraith that haunted 
me days after I interviewed Mrs. Doxey 
six months ago is not the same per- 
sonality at all. She weighs 160 pounds. 

It isn’t healthy flesh, perhaps. Her 
cheeks rather sag over her collar and 
her shoulders droop heavily. Her skin 
is translucent, like an opal, the way 
the color comes and goes. 


Mrs. Doxey Appears to Be 


Entirely Irresponsible. 

HE makes one think of an orchid, 
S that flourishes so mysteriously 
with so little apparent relation to 
its background, the way she has so de- 
tached herself from the hideous history 
of her life and bloomed radiantly in 
such unlikely surroundings as prison 
walls, 

Any way, she was the most irresponsi- | 
ble—yes, innocent looking—person in the 
whole courtroom yesterday, and I al- 
most snickered at the farce of it, if the 
great, ponderous wheels of the law are 
set in motion to grind into painstaking 
decisions the acts and impulses of this 
utterly dependent woman. 


She assumes some very pretty, very 
feminine attitudes and poses. When I 
spoke. to her she closed her lips tight, 
gave me a side-long glance full of co- 
quetry and a playful, “O, now, go away’”’ 
little gesture with her hands. 

She is wearing a round black hat that 
droops, but the shadows it casts on her 
face are soft and transparent; a black 
silk jersey waist, which all but “reveals 
the dimples in her shoulders. Her 
black taffeta skirt fits trimly at the 
waist,- but flares voluminously in fine 
plaits at the hem and discloses a very 
small patent leather slipper, extended 
as she sits with her knees crossed. 

“She has been as gentle and tractable 
as a little child all these months,” said 
Mrs. Wolff, the Jailor’s wife, “‘and as 
trusting. She has knelt down and said 
her prayers ever since she was well 
enough to. She is just like a doll.’”’ 


“still,” Mrs. Wolff adds, “she says 
she feels awake now for the first time 
in many long years. It seems just like 
a dream, she tells me—a very misty, in- 
definite dream-—every since she first 
married and her children died one after 
the other.”

She strains her near-sighted eyes 
and leans forward in a tense attitude 
that is changeless except when she 
stoops to pick up in a motherly sort of 
way the coat Mrs. Doxey is always 
dropping on the floor. 

And the old father—he is the most 
pathetic figure. Bewildered, half tear- 
ful, he wanders around alone. Aijm- 
Jeasly he started down the aisle, when 
@ deputy, with a passion for duty, made 
& motion as if to seize his hat, for it 
is against the rule for men to wear hats 
in the courtroom. The old man dodged 


j with his hand over his face,’ jumped 


back, pulled his hat off obediently when 


‘|he saw what was wanted and silenily, 
‘coweringly slunk out. 


Chivalry,s0 much in evidence as an 
excuse fer reluctant jurors, does not 
reach to the back of the room.

UT ARBITRARY 


Interurban System Will Com- 
pete With the Terminal 
Roads Oct. 4. 


It was announced Tuesday that the 
McKinley interurban system probably 


will become a factor in the St. Louis 
coal traffic when it gets into St. Louis 
about Oct. 1. The company’s lines tap 
many of the rich Illinois coal fields. It 
has a complete coal carryzng equipment 
and 24 acres of grounds at Salisbury 
street for freight yards. : 

As its cars are standard gauge they 
can be transferred from the McKinley 
tracks in North St. Louis to the line of 
any other connecting railroad and 
switched to St. Louis industries. 

The St. Louis Electric Terminal Rall- 
way Co., which holds the McKinley sys- 
tem franchise in St. Louis, is not per- 
mitted to charge any passenger arbi- 
trary. It must haul passengers from 8t. 
ieuis to Granite City for 5 cents. The 
railroad rate is 30 cents. 

The city will not have any jurisdiction 
over the company’s coal traffic, how- 
ever. Coal cannet be hauled Aver the 
McKinley tracks frem the ‘Salisbury 
yards to its Twelfth street station. It 


ican haul nothing but passengers, express 


and baggage over the city tracks. All 
freight will have to be stopped at the 
yards. 

R. D. Smith, president of the Central 
Illinois Construction Co., which controls 
the St. Louis end of the McKinley sys- 
tem, told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day that he did not know to what ex- 
tent the company would engage in coal 
traffic. 

“We will hau! anything offered to us,” 

he said. “We expect to complete our 
bridge and St. Louis line in October if 
we are not hindered.” 
The company will have bunkers at the 
Salisbury yards, from which coal can 
be dumped into wagons. The cars of 
coal could be switched from the yards 
to the various industria] plants on rail- 
road lines in St. Louls upon payment of 
the regular switching rate. The Me- 
Kinley system has been reorganized 4s 
a railroad by the courts of Illinois, and 
is entitled to all of the rights and privi- 
leges of steam railroads. 

Under its charter it could operate cars 
in St. Louis with steam motive power.

Louis Graduate, Tells of 
“Home Life.” 


The kiss and the embrace are un- 
known to Japanese girls—at least while 
they remain in their native country— 
according to Miss Nabe Amagasu, 
whose essay on “A Glimpse of Home 
Life in Japan” will be a feature of the 
commencement exercises of Forest 
Park University in McRee Gymnasium 
Tuesday night. She is one of the grad- 
uating class. 

Hence it must be concluded that when 
Blanche Bates, in “The Darling of the 


| Gods” a few seasons ago; appeared as 


a Japanese maiden and told of the de- 
Hghts of a “ky-iss,” she was speaking 
of something~outside the ordinary ex- 
perience of girls in the Nipponese 
realm. 

Yet Miss Amagasu will maintain in 
her essay that the women of her land 
are advanced far beyond those of other 
Asiatic countries. “What American 
girls are in Europe the Japanese giris 
are in Asia,” she quotes from a stand- 
ard author in one of the introductory 
paragraphs of her paper. 

“The Japanese women are not slaves,” 
says Miss Amagasu, in further contrast- 
ing their position with that of women in 
other Asiatic countries. 


Christianity a Boon, 
Yes,” she adds, ‘the Japanese girl 


will, at the command of‘her parents, 
accept a betrothal tomorrow to an en- 
tire stranger and sacrifice the rest of 
her life. Not a murmur escapes her 
lips. However, since the introduction of 
Christianity girls are allowed some- 
times to’ show their preference. 

“To the girls is given a domestic edu- 
cation which cultivates simplicity of 
heart, natural grace of manner, obedi- 
ence and love of duty. 

“The refined girl is trained to be at 
the mercy of her husband and parents- 
in-law. She is taught never to show 
jealousy, grief or anger. She is ex- 
pected to conquer the faults of her hus- 
band and her mother-in-law by mere 
sweetness. Yet the Japanese .women 
can be transformed into a body of iron- 
willed soldiers. 

‘In the school the girls learn not 
only books, but also sewing and cook- 
ing, and in some of the schools they 
learn to feed the silk worm, which is a 
common and beloved work among tho 
Japanese women. Our Empress sets us 
an example by raising the silk worms 
with her own hands. 

“The marriage ceremony is made 
without priest or official, but is fol- 
lowed by festal cheer, wine, music, the 
dance and exchange of presents. The 
husband may love his wife, but it is 
considered very poor taste te display 
one’s affection. The kiss and the em- 
brace never exist in Japan, even be- 
tween the child and his parents, ex- 
cept when the child is very small. 


a ermia of Endearment Nt Used. 
“Such expressions as ‘My dear,’ ‘My 


darling,’ and ‘Sweetheart’ 
heard in Japan. A refined Japanese nev- 
er speaks about his wife or even his 
children. If by chance he does speak 
about a member of his family, it is enly 
about his parents.” 

Miss Amagasu spoke of certain an- 
client superstitions as still existing and 
retarding the civilization of the coun- 
try. One of these is the unwillingness 
to sleep lying from north to south, be- 
cause dead bodies are customarily taid 
out in that manner. “To avoid this po- 
sition,” the young woman says, “some 
carry a& compass when they travel.”’

NEW YORK, May 24.—A copy of a 
letter written to the Aero Club sf Amer- 
ica. by the newly-organized American 
Aeronautic Association, which is con-

At the time the contract was nego- 
tiated it was declared that the Day- 
ton aviators were disposed to be very 
reasonable, and that all they would 
exact would be a nominal fee and recog- 
nition of their patents, whiche they felt 
was necessary for their own protection, 
but some of the Western delegates de- 
clare that the Wright company as a 
corporation, has not been so complacent, 
but has demanded more taan was right. 

Yesterday’s meeting was called nomi- 
nally for the purpose of arranging a 
schedule of aviation meets to flank the 
big international meet next October, in 
which a contest for the Michelin tro- 
phy, won by Glenn Curtis at.Rheims last 
August, was to be the principal event. 
That subject, however, was only brought 
up to be turned aside on the ground that 
under the conditions brought about by 
the contract between the Aero “lub and 
the Wright company, meets in the vari- 
ous Western citics were out of the 
question.

“There's @ woman in there, that’s a 
bathhouse,” was the negro’s warn- 
ing as Ball backed out and blushed. 

‘‘This is horrible,’’ was the unanimous 
verdict of the experts when they 
reached the courtyard of the “House 
Without a Front Door,” in the most 
densely populated block in St. Louis, 
bounded by Eighth, Ninth, Carr and 
Biddle streets. The overflowing, open 
garbage dumps, the broken slop spouts, 
and the three-story open closet vaults 
with the numberless children playing in 
close proximity, caused the opinion ito 
be generally expressed, ‘“This is beyond 
belief. It is the worst we have ever 
seen. It is almost criminal.”’ 

While going in and out of the dark 
passageways and halls of this block the 
effect of the tuberculesis warfare of 
R. J. Newton and Dr. Warren was 
found to a slight extent when urchins 
following the party frequently said as 
a particularly dark and unwholerome 
spot was reached, “Look out, here is 
where you catch tuberculosis.” 

Questions by Veliller, Glenn, Murphy, 
and others developed that the rent paid 
for these miserable shacks in the Ghetto 
is higher than is paid in any other lixe 
section of American cities.

was found to be two rooms occupied by 
a family, at a rental averaging $4 a 
room. The experts say that slum set- 
tlements in other cities seldom average 
more than $3 a room. 

“These miserable folks pay more rent 
comparatively than is paid for neat 
cottages in healthy parts of the city,” 
said Graham Taylor. 

“This city needs a municipal clean- 
ing,”’ declared Gustav A. Weber of 
Philadelphia, as he emerge. from a 
damp, filthy, garbage-strewn Cellar, 
above which several families live. ‘ ahis 
is going beyond the limit.” 

A bakery on Biddle street was the 
wonder of the tourists. It was uis- 
covered by Veiller, who led the way 
behind the counter to the bakeshop in 
the rear of the two small rooms occu- 
pied as a bakery and bedroom. 

“They have their filth handy here,’’ 
he remarked as he looked at the trays 
of bread covered with flies, which 
poured in from an open window adjoin- 
ing a garbage heap in the next yard. 

Two women, who evidently had 
heard the party was in the Ghetto, 
were industriously sweeping the dirty 
floors of the place, and had accumu- 
lated piles of dust and dirt in the cor- 
ners of thé bakeship and behind bread 
trays. The baker, clad in an apron 
that was clean at some time long ago, 
hastened to explain that they cleaned 
the place dafly, and that bad boys had 
broken the window the day before, 
letting in the filles. 

Glenn opened a door against which 
the man stood, and found the closet 
and hydrant adjoining, three feet dis- 
tant. from the trays of bread, and ad- 
joining the heated bread-oven. 

“Such places as that are your best 
disease-spreaders,’”’ Weber said to Sea- 
man as the party left. “It is the 
worst I have ever seen.” 

The tourists found the source of a 
part of the fruit supply of 8t. Louis 
when Ball led the way into a dark, ill- 
smelling dwelling facing on an alley. 
An irate woman blocked their entrance, 
but Vieller pushed by. In a rear room 
were dozens of bunches of half-ripe 
bananas hanging from the ceiling cov- 
ered with cobwebs. This was the 
kitchen, and the gasoline stove occu- 
pied a small space under the bananas. 
In the rear yard stood several cases 
of half-decayed celery and  straw- 
berries. Discarded portions showed 
where the berries and celery had been 


j trimmed and sorted out for sale by cut- 


ting off the worst portions. 
Find New Tenement Unfit, 

“Pictures cannot tell what this means 
to the fruit-eating public,” Vieller said 
as he gave a boy §& cents who had 
pulled aside the curtain revealing the 
unsanitary conditions. 

The party visited a tenement build- 
ing under construction, being built un- 
der a permit allowed by the new tene- 
ment laws. The experts were unani- 
mous in condemning it as in violation 
of the new St. Louis law. The closets 
ventilate into each other by a small 
window, and have no outside ventila- 
tion. It is of the dumb-bel] type, pro- 
hibited in other large cities, having the 
small rooms on each side of a court re- 
sembling the handle of a dumb-bell. 
One entrance is on an alley. The only 
way to reach the closets is to go 
through the bedroom. 

“The proximity to the new Ghetto 
Playgrounds cannot’ offset this,”’ de- 
clared Hartman, as the party passed @

office on his “record as a Democrat” 
and his advocacy of Democratic prin- 
ciples and Democratic candidates, 

While he has been assa..ed by political 
critics on account of his alleged defense 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Co. 
of Kansas City. Reed says he has no 
fear on this score. 

He believes the tariff will be the 
eardinal Democratic issue. The Re- 
publican record in Congress, the atti- 
tude of the Taft administration toward 
the powerful monopolies and particular- 
ly the Republican recommendation of 
a Federal incorporation law are among 
the things which he says will assure a 
victory for the Democratic party in the 
fall elections.

The Hyde murder case alone 
required six weeks of my undivided at- 
tention. From now on I expect to make 
a vigorous fight for the senatorship. Al! 
my ‘friends are enthusiastic and working 
hard.”’ 

Explains. Work for Corporation. 

One of the criticisms directed against 
Reed’s candidacy is that he has been 
identified in a friendly way with the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Co. of Kan- 
sas City. 

In proof of this charge, his political 
enemies have called attention to the 
fact that he urged a 26-year extension 
of the Metropolitan franchise, a propo- 
sition which was defeated overwhelm- 


sas City. 

Reed outlined his position fully on 
this question. 

Instead of advocating the Metropolitan 
interests, he insists that his administra-

I was elected 
Mayor April 5, 1900, for the first time on 
a platform pledging to the people bet- 
ter street car service and guaranteeing 
that the company would be compelled to 
live up to the terms of its franchise. 

“I took office April 14, On April 13 
the street railway company obtained 
from the Assembly an extension of its 
franchise for 2% years. The instrument 
was signed, accepted and delivered be- 
fore I took office, 

“In this new franchise practically 
every safeguard that was contained in 
the old franchise was omitted 

“The contest for relief from these op- 
pressive conditions was begun during 
my first term as mayor and continued 
into the second campaign which I made 
for that office. 

Reed then reviewed the conditions 
which led to an attack on the Metro- 
politan’s franchise grabs and the bene- 
ficial results finally obtained for the city. 

Tells His Results. 

Negotiations for adjustment lasted 
three months, he said, and this was the 
net accomplishment:

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CHEAP WATER FOR FACTORIES. 
Water Commissioner Adkins is working out a 
revenue-raising scheme for the Water Department 
which may help out the efforts of the ess 
Men’s League to bring new factories to S Louis. 
His plan is to levy a charge on owners of property 
for fire protection and in a measure relieve resi- 
dents and manufacturers of part of the burden 
of paying for the water supply. 

A water tax for fire protection is just. Hereto- 
fore the revenue of the Water Department has 
been raised by charges on those using water on 
premises. Only those who occupied property for 
home or business purposes have paid for water. 
The owners of property, to whom the water 
supply is of vital importance and tremendous 
value for fire protection, and upon whose prem- 
ises large quantities of water may be used to 
save the property from destruction, have escaped 
the burden of supporting the waterworks. 
Water benefits have been free to them. 

The water supply must be paid for, and its 
burdens must be equitably distributed. Cheap 
rates should be given to manufacturers who use 
it in large quantities and whose factories are the 
foundations of prosperity. But it should be cheap 
for small users in dwellings and apartments. 
Every family should have an abundance of water; 
sanitation requires it. The burden cannot be 
shifted from one to the other without injury. 
But the landlords can take part of the burden 
without injuring anyone. There is no reason why 
their property should be protected at the expense 
of residents and the manufacturing and mercantile 
interests. They thrive by the industry, energy 
and capacity of others. 

But, aside from this plan to relieve factories of 
water-rate burdens, the efforts of the Business 
Men’s League to bring the cost of water for 
manufacturing purposes to the level of the lowest 
elsewhere, and thus to induce manufacturers to 
come here, should receive general support. No 
manufacturer should turn away from St. Louis 
on account of the cost of water. Mr. Holbrook 
is working to the right end when he asks co- 
operation in reducing the cost of water to a 
point which will induce cotton mill owners to 
build in St. Louis. St. Louis has every advantage 
for successful cotton manufacturing—nearness to 
the cotton fields, water transportation, railroad 
facilities—and to permit a great cotton mill to 
be taken elsewhere solely on account of water 
rates would be a great blunder. One cotton mill 
would be followed by others and by many kindred 
industries.

The old-style balloon is a mere toy of 
the winds. It can be controlled to the 
very slightest degree by utilizing differ- 
ent currents of air. If those who em-. 
ploy this means of aviation go aloft to 
study the currents and to increase the 
scientific knowledge of mankind regard- | 
ing the elements their work is of some 
avail. But the majority of the balloon- 
ists are mere sportsmen, in the sense 
that they are seeking danger and ex- 
citement without any compensating re- 
turn to themselves or to the public. 

The aeroplanists, on the other hand, 
while perhaps inspired by professional or 
sporting motives, are nevertheless car- 
rying forward a work of the utmost 
importance to civilization. No man can 
now. determine the limits of heavier- 
than-air aviation. Each successive dem- 
onstration by the more intrepid planists 
sets a hew mark in long-distance soar- 
ing, in passenger carrying or in maneu- 
vering against adverse winds. The art 
of aviation is developing at a pace that 
promises practicable human flight with- 
in a few years. Meanwhile, ballooning 
remains virtually where it was in the 
days of Montgolfier, save that materials 
are improved, and ccnsequently the gas 
bags are larger and more durable. Bal- 
looning, in short, has come, to a point 
of no further progress, comparatively 
speaking, and it must be regarded, in the 
light of what is being done along other 
lines of human levitation, as sheer sen- 
sationalism in sport.

in this State without protest which it 
was his sworn duty at least to attempt 
to prevent.”

Yet baseball, as an institution, is more 
dependent upon the honesty, courage 


other element in the game. One incom- 
petent or dishonest official, or ene of 
violent passions who permits personal 
animosity, or his sense of wrong, to 
influence him, can mar an entire sea- 
son, ruin the chances of one or more 
teams, and perhaps give the champion- 
ship to a club not deserving the honor. 

In spite of these facts, the rules of 
baseball have adopted an extraordinary 
code; first, that the umpire always is 
right; second, that those who differ 
with him are “anarchists;” third, that 
all criticism of umpires should cease 
“for the good of the game.” The rulers 
of baseball are striving and have striven 
for years to align all forces. with the 
umpire, to extend his already danger- 
ous power, and to deprive players and 
others of the right of criticism. 

Criticiam Senseless, Often. 
O a large extent this movement was 
af caused by continual and sense- 
less criticisrn of umpires, which 
served only to make the umptring 
worse. The established principle of 
baseball has been that, in matters in- 
volving only judgment, the umpire’s de- 
cision is final. The attempt to make 
his decisions on matters involving rules 
and their interpretation beyond appeal 
and extend their power to punish critics, 
is not of their seeking. 

The danger lies not with the umpires, 
but with the powerful financial forces 
behind organized baseball and the estab- 
lishment of a system which would muzs- 
zle all criticism and would place in the 
hands of these men absolute power to 
dictate the standing of clubs by direct- 
ing the umpires. Those,who have the 
good of the game at heart, and many of 
the players, who trust umpires, would 
not trust the club owners if it were 
within their power to make the pennant 
Traces close. : 

The honesty of umpires, as a class, 
| never has been questioned. Some have 
been actuated by prejudices, some by 
dishonest motives, but as a body they 
are as honest and straight as any men 
that can be found. They are men’ of 
strength of mind and character, else 
they would not remain in the position a 
week. They are men of courage, qui 
decision, steady nerves and moral 
strength to face angry crowds for the 
sake of principle. But the honesty of 
the club owners with fortunes involved 
has not escaped attack and there is, 
ample evidence that some have attempt- 
ed to influence umpiring.

HE umpire, from being the abused, 
T downtrodden victim of fanatical 
frenzy, as pictured In the comic 
supplements, has in the major leagues, 
at least, become the czar, armed with 
arbitrary power to use or misuse, and 
certain of the support of his league in 
any case. The only restraint placed 
upon them is the criticism of the crowd, 
or in the press, as the players cannot 
address them in argument, and to re 
move the restraint of publicity would 
make them a menace in case they either 
were prejudiced or revengeful. Umpir- 
ing now is a more important element in 
the game than pitching. It would be 
as bad reporting to ignore a bad decision 
that won or lost the game for fear of 
injuring the umplre’s/ feelings as it 
would to fail to mention a home-run 
hit because the pitcher might fee] hurt. 
Few persons understand the full ex- 
tent of the umpire’s power in, and ef- 
fect upon, baseball. Im fully one-third 
of the games played in major leagues 
during a season, the umpire can turn 
the résult by one decision. He | can 
make or mar a contest by his manner 
of handling the players. Games under 
competent and hard working umpires 
are played in an average of % min- 
utes faster than when an incompetent 
man is handling the teams, and ‘the 
best way in which to gudge the qualifi- 
cations of a man for the position is by 
comparing the playing time of games, 
taking into consideration the rapidity 
with which the pitchers work.

Values Show’ a_ Decline of 
Over a Cent a Bushel on 
Active Options. 


Sellers pressed their advantage in the 

wheat market Tuesday and values 
showed sharp losses all along’ the line. 
Fear of running into an oversold posi- 
tion made the local pit crowd cautious 
at times and professienal shorts were 
buyers on the decline. Market sentiment, 
however, was still bearish. 
Liverpool wheat cables were amit 
lower, although foreign markets were 
inclined to follow our lead less vigorous- 
ly. 

Breomhall cabled the market there 
again depressed by American advices, 
weakness in spot grain and free offer- 
ings of cargoes. 

He reported India and Australia offer- 
ing new wheat at a decline. 
Liverpool cables on May wheat closed 
1%d lower, July 14d lower. 

The weather map was again favorable, 
with clear weather at last showing over 
the growing area. Temperatures, how- 
ever, remain unseasonably cold. 
Minneapolis cars wheat were 48, 
against 112 last week, and 139 last year. 
Duluth had 26 cars, against 45 last week, 
and 7 last year. Winnipeg had 238 cars, 
against 54 last year. 

The conflict between the Waterman 
and Armour factions in Chicago is still 
watched with keen interest by the 
trade and developments there Monday 
only made the position of the May deal 
more uncertain. 

The sale thers of 500,000 bu. of May 
wheat by a prominent house was 
thought by some to be a lightening of 
holdings by Waterman and by others 
tu represent Armour selling. 

The Inter-Ocean in commenting on the 
Chicago May deal points out that if 
Waterman’s holdings in May are, as 
estimated, 6,000,009 bu, and the contract 
stocks as estimated 4,000,000, there 
would still be outstanding a shortage 
of 1,000,000 bu. 

This would be large enough to squeeze 
the shorts provided there is no large 
trading long interest outstanding in the 
option.
